Tim value of tho emigrant 
is clearly shown and tho sucovht of tile system 
adopted in Maine is possible in any .'tate 
which (hall introduce it uudor intelligent iii- 
ruction: 
“In less than one year from tile set­ 
tlement of the first colony in the .'■date, in July. 
1870, it doubled in population, numbering ut 
the close of tin* your more titan fifty. 
At the 
commencement of th1* year 1*71 the • promised 
laud,’’ now Inherit.si, cont tined one bundle! 
and fourteen pcr.-ons, having two huudrtd 
nert s of laud un lor cultivation, ami twenty- 
six timber liou-ej oreete I. bo. id s a public 
building called the cipitol. 
Continuing the 
encouragement of this clan ol immigration 
by the Stale, we see that nearly one thousand 
souls have conte over the part year, giving a 
total addition t > our po; ulutkm fro!ii this 
source of over one thousand billa' Hauls. 
Not only paying the exjiensej of th*ar voyage, 
these im m igrate, have brought clothing, tents, 
iiouschold goods, and at least forty thousand 
dollars iii motley . Aa more than lilly per cent. 
of the Swedes ar v workingmen, und, as tile 
average rulu“ of a workingman to tho state 
is otto thousand dollars, Ii will bu seen that 
Maine has gained from this enterprise over 
live hundred thousand dollars.

deck and seizing a long |k<Ic went down on 
the wheel an I reached it to the struggling rn n, 
who attempted lo seize it but unfortunately 
could not, and Iiefore other means of assis­ 
tance could lie obtained Bauer S a u k anil was 
drowueJ. 
Search was immediately commen­ 
ced to recover the body, a-i I about half past 
ten Cha*. Boss succeeded iii bringing it to lim 
surface very nearly in the sp it where it sank. 
A line was attached lo the laxly, which was 
in a amie state, and secured to the wheel, 
there being un impression among those about 
that it was unlawful to remove it from the 
water until after the arrival of the coroner. 
After some time that impression w a s removed 
and the corpse taken foul the water and lait! 
in the wheel bouse, where it was decently cov­ 
ered. Coroner Chaa. Stephan was notified, aiel 
immed at ly im; ancile I a Jury, who renders' I a 
verdict in accordance with the above facts.

An Appalling Ride—Caught on Hic Cow 
Catcher of a Locomotive Head Down­ 
wards—Forty Miles un Hour Oyer ii 
Draw Bridge—A Most Miraculous Es­ 
cape. 


It was published exclusively iii the Eagle of 
Friday that between ten and eleven o’clock 
tho night previous James Carter of Huglison- 
viilc was struck by the 2nd Pacillc Express 
and carried on the pilot of the engine to New 
Hamburgh station with no bones broken. 
To 
us the affair seemed a remarkable one, and we 
accordingly sought details, ami visiting the 
pl ice obtained them as follows: 
At twenty minutes past ten on the night in 
question, Carter was walking up tile Hudson 
River Railroad on the down track, nearly a 
mile south of the New Hamburgh station. 
Upon his back he carried an empty funk. 
His destination was New Hambi rgh, from 
which place he intended to walk to Hughson- 
Ville, where lie was to work on Mr. Faulkner's 
brick j ar I. 
While plod ling along he si. bien­ 
ly observed a I rain coming south on the f ack 
on which lie w a s walking. 
It 
w a s an extia 
freight train and in wing lively. 
He stepped 
hurriedly aside to get out of tin* way, ami got 
oil the up truck, not dreaming of tho danger 
which awaited him there. 
As the extra was 
bussing the S con I l ’aeitlc 
Express came 
along on the up track.
